Recovery for taxpayers ‘of $21,000, 
of which $16,000 was misappropriat- 
ed, is sought in a suit filed in the 








superor court Friday by San _ Ber- 


nardino County jointly against its 


former auditor, S. G. Berger, and the 
American Surety Company, the di- 
rectors of which issued Berger a 
$5.000 bond. 

In a statement last week, Berger 
announced that he would fight any 
action to foreclose on his bond or 
to force him to pay $16,000 embezzl- 
ed during his administration as au-| 
ditor, revealed by a grand jury probe | 
instituted last August. 

The outcome of the litigation vi- 
tally affects hundreds of property 
owners whose redemption payments | 
on delinquent taxes were misappro- 
priated. On the verdict hinges the 
question of whether taxpayers or 
the former auditor is liable for the 
stolen funds. 

If the court awards a judgment 
to the county, technically it will 
mean that the county lost the money, 
repaying of the taxes, District At- 
repaying o fthe taxes, District At- 
torney George H. Johnson announc- 
ed. 

And if ex-Auditor Berger defeats 
the suit the verdict will be legally 
interpreted that he, as a county of- 
ficer, is exonerated of liability for 
the misappropriated funds and that 
the taxpayers themselves are liable 


because, virtually, they paid their 
money to an individual and the 
county was not involved in_ the 
transaction. 

The district attorney weeks ago 


ruled that the taxpayers were liable. 

“The action,” he said, 
tempt to recover for the taxpayers 
the missing funds.” 

More than $26,000 was misappro- 
priated, according to an exhaustive 
check of records in the auditor's of- 
fice during a fire-year period. That

LAW ILLEGAL?) LOMA LINDA TAXES SATURDAY, MAY 26 





Admission that the entire “Little 


Volstead Act” that has terrorized 
bootleggers in San Bernardino 
County may be illegal under a State; 


| Supreme Court ruling was made to- 


day by District Attorney George H. 
Johnson. 

If first indications prove on closer 
examination of the details of the 
law to be correct, liquor law violat- 
ors proceeded against under the 
county statute in the jails, or out 
on bail, would be released, appar- 
ently with no alternative. Com- 
plaints made out the Wright Act 
might save the situation in individ- 
ual cases. 

This discovery was made in the 
office two days ago, and the pros- 
ecutor announced that an investiga- 
tion had been set on foot to deter- 
mine to what extent the county law 
| wool be affected, probably resulting 
in a recommendation to the Board 
of Supervisors that a new ordinance 
be passed. 

Whole Ordinance Threatened 

It supplements the announcement 
of Deputy District Attorney Stanley 
Mussell that Section 8 of the or- 
dinance, relating to transportation 
and possession of liquor, had been 
definitely knocked out by the deci- 
sion of the higher court. 

“We were aware that one section 
of the ordinance had been annulled, 
but recent developments would in- 
dicate that the ordinance as a whole 
may be illegal. No announcement 
can be made for a day or two, until 
the results of the investigation are 
definite,” the district attorney said. 

Deputy District Attorney Stanley 
Mussell and the district attorney are 
making a study of the law. 

The only change in the new ruling 
would seem to affect the possession 


and transportation clause of the 
county law. The ordinance provides 
for a jail sentence of six months 


and a fine of $1,000, or both. The 
Wright Act provides only for a fine 
conviction, with a 
jail sentence in lieu of the fine at 


the rate of $1 a day.

of his birth the fame of Ulysses 8. Grant rests chiefly on 

his military leadership. He seems destined to remain in 

history as the greatest commander of his day. While there 
are apologists for those who preceded him and failed to reach the 
goal, and panegyrists for those who led the other side, the fact 
remains that wars are fought for results. Dashing leadership counts 
for nothing if it fails. Grant sueceeded. That is the reason why 
the nation does honor to his memory today. Others might. have 
accomplished as much as he, but they didn’t.

Ulysses S. Grant was not always a success. T hough his service 
in the Mexiean war was creditable his life from that time until 
tle opening of the Civil War was a succession of failures—at least 
it was not successful. He knew poverty and hardship. His military 
cducation counted for naught in enabling him to earn a iiving. 
At 39 years of age the future for him was dark. But these years 
may not have been lost. They may have trained him in the silence 
for which he became noted, for he had little about which to boast. 
At that age and under the circumstances he could have no exagger- 
ated ideas of his own abilities. But that in adversity he never lost 
faith in himself is demonstrated in that he refused to accept a 
captainey when the war opened. He was capable of commanding 
a regiment and said so. Perhaps his years of discouragement taught 
him to do, not talk, when the opportunity came for action and 
exhibition of his mettle. 

His later history needs no recounting. An element of his suc- 
cess is contained in an instance he relates in his memoirs. Early 
in his command as he was in the vicinity of the enemy he became 
fearful because he had not the least idea what the enemy was likely 
to do. Then the thought struck him that the enemy, doubtless, was 


as afraid of him and as much in doubt as he. That today might be 


‘| caled the psychology of the situation, though Grant did not use the 


term. He probably would have called it common sense, which it 
really was. 

The years of discouragement may have been the training needed 
to dev elop Ulysses S. Grant into the great captain. Whatever the 
basis of hig ability, he was equal to the opportunity when it was 
presented. His leadership made the Union cause successful. He was 
a great general because he took up the work in which others had 
failed and won. And the better part lies n that the cause in which 
he was victor was not one of conquest or military glory. Then when 
the fighting was ended and the guns were silent the leader of the 
victorious armies when he uttered the appeal : ‘‘Tet us have peace,’ 
expressed unforgetably the ultimate aim of the bloody struggle. 
The Union was saved.

Jay-Walking 
T IIE case of Pedestrian versus Automobile Driver is not wholly

The word ‘‘jay-walker’’ may not yet have appeared in any 
dictionary, but, as usage makes the language, its acceptance by 
lexicographers will not be long de layed. Its definition will read 
something like this: A pedestrain who crosses a roadway elsewhere 
than at a regularly designated crossing place, or diagonally at such 
proper place; henee, generally, one who walks contrary to ,the 
dictates of common sense and in violation of the customs, ordinances 
or statutes prescribed for the regulation of pedestrians. 

Simple as it may appear, it is in faet one of the most diffieult 
things in the world to convince people that they have not a perfect 

right to walk wherever they choose within the limits of a public 
street. Perhaps after the custom of examining motor vehicle drivers 
as to their competency has been adopted, we may take up the 
matter of issuing pedestrians’ licenses after thorough examination 
en the applicant’s knowledge of how, when and where to walk. 

In almost all cities the police sueceed notably well in confining 
vehicular traffic to the right hand half of the street. Therefore, it 
behooves the pedestrian, who is about to cross the roadway, to look 
first toward the left for approaching danger; and when assured of 
safety on that side to look, then, to the right. 

Children are naturally jay-walkers, and apparently few ever 
have been trained otherwise. Many never look at all before start- 
ing across a roadway; others, who think they are using due eare, 
will look toward the right, then dart into the road with not even 
a glanee toward the left—the dangerous side. 

Confirmed jay-walkers display no better discipline on the side- 
walks than in the foadways. Anybody can meet, daily, hundreds 
of those who refuse absolutely to recognize any, rules of the side- 
walk. They feel perfectly competent to make the rules as they 
go along. When they choose to follow the left side*of the walk 
in order to enjoy the window displays without stopping, they expect 
the counter-current of travel to turn out for them. This is one 
of the most exasperating forms of the selfish egotism that afflicts 
the jay-walker species—San Francisco Journal,

PLAN TO IRRIGATE 
MOVE DESERT 


Survey of a dain site jn the “nar- 
rows” of the Mojave River near 
Victorville, the principal unit of a 
proposed $1,000,000 water system to 
irrigate thousands of acres of desert 
lands, will begin by engineers this 
week, it was announced yesterday 
by C. E. Grier, owner of the Verde 


Ranch and interested in the pro- 
ject. 

Financing the project, the con- 
struction of which hinges on the 
technical reports of engineers, are 
a group of Pasadena capitalists. It 
is reported that the syndicate con- 
templates the purchasing of the 
3800-acre Verde Ranch as a_ lake 
site. 

‘A mutual water corporation, in 
which ranchers of the Victor Val- 
ley will be stockholders, will be 
formed as a_ distributing company 
for the irrigation waters, it has been 
annnounced, if the prdject is con- 


structed. 

According to preliminary plans, a 
dam 170 feet in height with a ca- 
pacity of millions of gallons, will be 
erected in the: “narrows.” The 
Santa Fe’s transcontinental line now 
extends through the “narrows,” so 
called because of the river’s cutting 
a deep channel through a hill and 
providing a natural dam site. 

Verde Ranch Will Be Lake Bed 

To the south and in the district 
where the proposed lake will be 
formed by the harnessing of the 
river's waters, lies the Verde Ranch, 
According to Mr. Grier, the ranch 
will be the bed of the lake, if the 
dam and project is constructed. The 
waters will be distributed on ranch 
lands to the west by means of grav- 
ity flow through a series of ditches 
and pipes, the plans include. 

According to the geological sur- 
vey by the government experts, the 
Mojave River’s annual run-off is 
6,000 acre feet. This flow, on the 
basis of irrigation methods adopted 


in Imperial Valley, would irrigate 
25,000 acres. 
Several years ago capitalists 


bought water rights along the Mo- 
jave for miles north of the “nar- 
rows’ and, it has been reported, the 
syndicate now backing the project 
has acquired numerous rights to the 
river's flow. 

The proposed dam will be of re- 


inforced concrete. Mr. Grier said 
yesterday that the laying of the 
foundation of the dam will begin 


before the rainy season and will 
be high enough to dam the winter 
flow. Later, the height of the dam 
will be increased, it was stated. 

According to Mr. Grier, the syn- 
dicate will nvest more than $1,- 
000,000 n the project. For a num- 
ber of years engineers have made 
surveys of the “narrows” as a dam 
site, but no definite plan of con- 
struction has so far been announc- 
ed.

CROP 1S. SHORT 


A group of representatives from 
the County Bee Clubs of various 
counties producing orange honey, 
met in Los Angeles last week to 
recommend that. all bee-keepers in 
the orange producing district of 
Southern California would establish 
the price of honey for the coming 
crop, weuld not be less than 12c 
per pound or over, and retail price 
and smaller lots, 15c. These steps 
are being taken by delegates from 
various counties in order to keep 
their members better posted as to 
what they should ask for the com- 
ing crop. 

The orange honey crop this sea- 
son will be very short, owing to 
the unfavorable weather conditions 
during the blooming period of the 
oranges. They expect the price to 
advance rapidly as the old honey 
is being cleaned up much earlier 
than was expected.

Summer Cover Crops, Where Suffic- 
ient Irrigation Water is Available, 
is Given As One Relief in Increas- 
ing Humidity 

(By Dr. H. 5. Webber, of the Citrus 
Experiment Station, Riverside) 
Judging from the questions that 

come to my office, there is more in- 
terest at the present time in the so- 
called June drop of oranges than 
any other citrus problem. It is also 
apparent that few growers understand 
the problem or are informed as to 
what is known about it. 

Citrus trees normally produce a 
great number of flowers and if all 
the flowers produced a fruit, all the 
trees would be overloaded. This is 
particularly true in the navel orange. 
Consequently, a considerable drop- 
ping of flowers and young fruits is 
necessary in the life economy of the 
tree. The dropping sometimes con- 
tinues, ‘however, more or legs 
throughout the season until the set 
of fruit is so seriously reduced as 
to materially lessen the crop. 

The trouble is most severe in the 
hot, dry interior valleys.. It fs not 
due to lack of cross pollination, as 
not infrequently stated, and so it is 
not comparable in this. regard to the 
bloom of pears, apples, plums and 
the like. It is known from several 
experiments that at least certain 
citrus varieties, such as the Wash- 
ington Navel and the St. Michael 
possess the power of developing ma- 
ture fruits without pollination.  Iso- 
lated trees fruit just as well as 
trees in large orchards, and orchards 
of only one variety fruit just as 
well as orchards of mixed varieties. 

Summer Strain is Great 

In many cases of fallen young 
fruits a blackening of the tissue oc- 
curs at the apex, indicating a fungus! 
infection and in the latter part of 
the season the larger fruits that fall 
are usually infested with a fungus 
known as the black rot of the 
Navel orange, which breaks down 
the pulp cells and forms a black, 
rotten mass. The young fruits are 
only occasionally infested with this 
fungus, but the percent of infested 
fruits increases as the season ad- 
vances. It is doubtful if this fungus 
causes any material percentage of 
the June drop. The investigations 
of Coit and Hodgson have demon- 
strated very conclusively that the 
principal cause of June drop must 
be ascribed to the hot and dry clim- 
atic conditions that exist in the 


summer in the interior valleys. 

It was found that during the sum- 
mer there is a very great strain on 
the plant, due to excessive evapora- 
tion from the leaf surface and that 
the plant is not able to absorb suf- 
ficient water from the soil to main- 
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tain its full turgidity. In the warm- 
est and dryest part of the day, the 
moisture content of the plant  be- 
comes greatly reduced and there is 
a drawing back of the water from 
the fruit into the plant. 

The fact that the Navel orange ts 
more severely injured by June drop 
than any other citrus, fruit is pos- 
sibly due to the fact that the Navel 
orange is an abnormal development 
and is. apparently more susceptible 
to the injury. While some dropping 
occurs in all varieties, in most cases 
sufficient fruit remains to give a 
fair crop. 

Weakened Condition Factor 

A second factor that may contrib- 
ute to the damage caused by June 
drop is to be found in any weakened 
condition, as that caused for ex- 
ample by excessive cold, unusual 
heat or other adverse conditions. 
Hence it appears that such factors 
as poor cultivation, lack of fertiliza- 
tion, alkali injury or poor pest con- 
trol’ may increase the susceptibility 
of the tree to the June drop. 

Groves that are maintained in the 
best condition even- in the worst 
June drop area, usually set and ma- 
ture fairly satisfactory crops. Doubt- 
less the most important factor is 
the maintenance of optimum water 
supply. The irrigation shoud be 
not only abundant, but also unitorm, 
conditions that are not always easy 
to, arrange and are very often mis- 
understood. 

Dr. Bartholomew has found that 
the largest percentage &f internal 
decline of lemons occurs at the end 
of long irrigation furrows where the 
trees get too little irrigation, and 
while we have no similar figures 
for the June drop in Navels, it is 
probable ‘that the same would be 
true here also. 

Increase of Humidity 

Researches of Coit and Hodgson 
have indicated that one method of 
reducing the loss from June drop 
may be found in measures that will 
increase the humidity of the atfos- 
phere. The growing of a summer 
cover crop will increase the relative 
humidity and at the same time re- 
duce the temperature of the soil. 
This method is limited, however, on 
account of insufficient irrigation 
water to permit this practice in a 
good many of the groves. If sum- 
mer cover crops are to be the most 
effective for this purpose, they 
should be sown early enough in the 
spring to give a considerable growth 
by June, and a crop like cow peas 
can hardly be seeded early enough 
for this purpose. Of the crops test- 
ed at the Experiment Station, purple 
vetch and Virginia soy beans, seed- 
ed in the latter part of March, de- 
veloped a fine cover crop by the 
first of June and a heavy crop by 
the first of July. These were the 
best crops tested and the purple 
vetch was superior to the soy bean.
